Cabinet members in the United States 
are the personal choices and even 
creations of the president. Outside of 
men such as Secretary of Defence Laird, 
they do not represent powerful political 
constituencies in the nation, and there is 
actually no ‘‘cabinet’ in the British 
sense of a group of men sharing 
collective leadership and assuming col- 
lective responsibility for gthe major 
actions of the nation.» c 

Accordingly, Americans cabinet mem- 
bers have come to be regarded merely 
as advisors: and even servants of the 
president, who has the power and even 
the right to determine policy, even if all 
of them disagree with him. This is the 
way it has been ever since the days of 
Lincoln, whe once dramatized the point 
by saying: Eight noes against my 
aye—the ayes. have it. oe 

Still, this creates problems. Cabinet 
members like Hickel or George Romney 
come from states where they.avere 
goyernors with the powerof executive 
decision. They are introduced on tele- 
vision by the president as men of 
individual judgment,

usually disappear into their vast execu- 
tive departments in Washington, with 
little sense of commen responsibility for 
the major decisions of the government, 
and actually with remarkably little per- 
sonal contact with the president.

They 
recognize that the president is both chief 
executive of the nation and leader of a 
political party, and that often these two 
jobs lead to fundamental contradictions. 
They sympathize with his struggles «to 
cut back the nation’s overseas cOmmil- 
ments without stumbling into isolation; 
to fight inflation without slipping into an 
economic depression; to restore civil 
order without “destroying civil liberties 
so usually they swallow their doubts and 
rémain sikent, especially if the president 
does not really encourage dissent, and 
most of them don't while pretending that 
they do. .

There are, however, great dangers in

was published by the Mount 
Talmie Home Bitilding Asso- 
ciation. I went delving to find 
out something about this 
group and I discovered it was 
headed by an Englishman 
named Henry Croasdaile who 
seemingly had a vision of 
Victoria's future growth. 

In the shadows behind him 
was landowner and sportsman 
J. H. Brownlee who in- some 
sort of a deal had acquired 
Mount .Tolmie and much of 
the land around its base, 

Brownlee had built a road 
of sorts to the top of the 
mountain (the one we know 
as Mayfair Drive today). But 
ho oné seemed interested in 


how many |] 


buying that far out in the 
1890s because the few street 
cars up Fort Street ended 
their run at the Royal Jubilee 
Hospital. And it was a long 
trek from there to Mount 
Tolmie, 
kk 

Tt was then that Croasdaile 
(not long out from England) 
came up with his offer to take 


over the land and subdivide it 
into lots. He also dreamed up 
an idea of giving free plans 
for-houges that could be built 
on property sold. 

Then, as an added incen- 
tive, he offered an insurance 
policy with the down pay- 
ment, to cover remaining 
payments and to ensure clear 
title to her in case’of @ 
home-owner's death. 

With Brownlee’s blessing 
and the preliminaries cleared 
away, Croasdaile went about 
arranging details for sale. of 
the property, That’s where his 
newspaper came in. 

This first issue leads off 
with an eulogy on Mount 
Tolmie Park. "No other site 
adjacent to Victoria ..~ can 
present so many claims to the 
consideration of the discrimi- 
nating seeker of a delightful 
suburban home.” 

There's a bit about the view 
“Sublime: and unobstructed’ 
and a promise that within a 
year of September 30, 1891 
“the Mount Tolmie - Home 
Building Association guaran- 
tee a tramway in operation to 
Mount Talmie Park, and until 
the road is completed will 
furnish transportation by bus 
(horse drawn) from. the 
present terminus of the eléc- 
tric line at «the Jubilee 
Hospital, for a five-cent fare, 
with rapid service and close 
‘connection,"’

In a final dramatic move 
Croasdaile invited. the publi¢ 
to an allkday ception at 
Mount Tolrnie Park. Horse- 
drawn buses. would meet every 
tramear at Jubilee Hospital, 
the little paper’ said. Refresh- 
ments: would be served. And 
“in no instance would guests 
be solicited to buy property 
as no lots or houses will be 
sold in advance of the opening 
sale’’ set for the following 
Monday at 9 a.m:at the Fort 
Street office. 

Centre spread of the little 
paper. has pen and ink 
sketches of homes with plans 
attached. They run from a 
medest cottage at $700 to a 


pajatial two-storey place at

Believe it or not—houses 


costing $700 and on tots 690x100 
feet, were offered’ for §25 
cash, $50 when plans were

A sliding scale upward from 
there ended with double the 
amount in the various pay- 
ments for a $1,700: mansion.

Herald that 200 houses would 
be erected at ‘Mount Tolmie 
Park ‘heginning immed- 
iately.”” Purchasers ,of prop- 
erty were also give’ oppor- 
tunity to participate equally 
with the association ‘in what- 
ever profits there may be in 
the undertaking.” 

Ta induce them to take this 
additional interest, a limited 
number of paid-up shares of 
the capital stock were offered | 
for sale, such shares, to be 
accepted at par in payment of 
purchase price of lots 

It was all pretty much of a 
gamble but on that Monday 
morning 50 lots and 18 houses 
were sold in the first hour. 
And before he was through 
Croasdaile had got rid of the 
whole works.

Granger Taylor he was crazy 
to try and restore the 1910 
Climax logging steam loco- 
motive. 

That was in 1969, 

Today he has “Old Two

The 22-year-old Duncan 
logger, bulldozer operator and 
self-taught heavy-duty

Former Victoria architect 
Rod Clack thinks they can. 

He has heen invited to head 
a committee appointed by the 
board of contra! to study the 
By. Ward Market and if the 
plan just submitted is accept- 
ed this very popular part of 
the capital will spring into 
new being. 

Rod Clack was the city 
architect in Victoria and 
designed Centennial Square 
and Bastion Square. He. is 
now the chief- architect with 


__the National Capital Commis- 


sion. 

His first project with the 
NCC was to design a stair- 
case from the Rideau ‘Canal 
to Confederation Square, and 
he used a design similar to 
the stair in the parking lot in 
Baston Square. 

Clack says there are sev- 
eral similarities between the 
Baston Square project and. the 
By Ward Market proposal. 

Both Bastion Square and 
the By Ward area—named 
after. Col. "By who founded 
Ottawa—are in the oldest 
parts-of the cities 

By Ward Market is~in the 


lower town and has served as 
a wrarket area for more than 
a century. Many of the 
families presently selling 
their produce there-can-trace 
family association with the 
market at’ least a hundred 
years. 

Like Bastion Square it is 
close to a main street but not 
really part of it. 

Access is difficult and park- 
ing even more so, Cars and 
trucks wander all through the 
area, destroying the altmog- 
phere of a market place 


As in Victoria, there isa 
great deal of sentiment and 
strong feeling involved, 
People are afraid the essen: 
tial heart of the market will 
be destroyed by any changes, 

But as Clack says, the area 
has marvellous possibilities as 
a place for people. 

At present there are a 
number of buildings but one 
in particular is the centre of 
controversy.

Chinese Jade-Tree Provides Beauty 


By HILDA BEASTALL 


House plant collectors will have a nurmber of their 
favorites blooming during December, with some obligingly 


keeping up the show until after the New Year celebrations, 


One that attracts a great deal of notice is 
Crassula argemtea, the Chinese jade-tree. 

The thick, dark-green sueculent leaves 
and characteristic compact tree-like branch- 
ing is well known but it is when clusters of 
buds begia to appear at the tips of the 
branches that the’ real show hegins 

Usually it is towards the end of October 
we fhotice them. At first perhaps only two 
branch tips show buds bul as the weeks 
pass,’-a good scattering of bloom’ will 
develop. : 

Now the first flowers ‘are. open, How Hilda 
exquisite they are, half-inch wide sharply-pointed stars of 
palest pinkeach with a jewel for its centre. A single cluster 
may have 15 flowers 

If you have this plant in bloom, give yourself and your 
friends the pleasure of examining it with a reading glass 

Any kind of magnifying lens will do to bring out their 
intricate heauty : 

This crassula need not be of great age to reach flowering

Direct light, sun whenever possible, 
heat in summer, and a tapering down of watering as our 
daylight gets less intense, are basic requirements for these 
succulent, plants 

In«sandy gardens of southern California, these are garden 
plants.

Thoroughly recovered, the 
squirrel monkey now swings 
and chitters with others of his 
tribe in an up-island zoo. 


He’s an exotic — one of 
thousands of nonmative 
beasts, birds and. reptiles 


imported into Canada for the 
pet trade each year. 

They are novel, they are 
different, and many of those 
who buy them do go on 
impulse. Problems arise. The 
exotics require special care 
and feeding. Ajl too often, it’s 
only a matter of time before 
their owners get tired of the 
fuss and bother such pets 
impose. 


Then, like the  stress- 
afflicted little creature for 
which Dave Beeciiing found a 
cure, they may become SPCA 
charges. 

Here’s a partial List of 
exotics turned over to. Van- 
couver SPCA in the last few 
months. 

Three coati-muniis (tree- 
dwellers "that look somewhat 
like long-taijled, - long-nosed 
racoons); two ocelots, otle 
iguana, one parrot; and 15 
monkeys of various species, 

For both Victoria and Van- 
couver, add alligators, bats, 
jerbels, and an endless suc- 
cession of turtles. 


“What it amounts to,” says 
Dave, “is a slave trade in 
immatyre animais. The death- 
rate-is terrific, and the drain 
on some species is so- heavy 
that they've been placed on 
the endangered list." 

British Columbia SPCA 
units have asked for ~ 
mesting with provincia} 


autiorities to. discuss this 
matter of exotics, They hope 
the government will see fit to 
prohibit the importation of 
many species except under 
special licence.

The SPCA branches have 
aiso asked government to 
outlaw the leg-hold beaver 
trap in favor of the Conibear 
trap — invented by Frank 
Copibear of Victoria —- which 
kills almost instantly. 

But even the widely-used 
Conibear trap is held to be 
less than perfect, and this 
fact is a matter of concern to 
the Canadian Federation of 
Humane Societies, 

“A lot of people think of 
trapping as a thing of the 
past,’ Dave Beeching told 
me, “but the fact is that 
three to five million pelts are 
taken in Canada gach year. Ii 
would be unfair to cal) the 
trapper crue], but trapping is, 
and. the federation hopes to 
make it jess so.” 


With that in mind, a search 
for the perfect trap was 
begun about a year ago hy @ 
Fede ration-appointed com- 
mittee, \ 

Some of the backing for this 
endeavor comes from the 
Hudson's Bay Company-— 
oldest trapper in- the field 
through .a $4,000 research 
grant. 

Backing has also been sup- 
plied by the B.C. government: 
®@ $2500 grant, boosted by a 
percentage of the. royalties 
levelled. on each: pelt. 


Its probable that even the 
perfect trap, if it arrives upon 
the scene, won't represent the 
perfect answer to those who 
wish the fur trade out of 
existence. 

But if kill ‘em we must, at 
least let it be done swiftly. 
And who's to say that the 
Wild furbearers’ fate isn’t 
better than that of many a 
disowned and unclaimed pet 
Which ends. its days in a 
pound?
